away and its occupants reported

who attended the patriotic rally at 
the senior high school Thursday 
night as he concluded the main ad- 
dress.

Chairman Miles Presided 


Chairman Miles called the meet- 


ing to order and then outlined the 
formation of the city group and 
presented Co-chairman Pierce whe 
then introduced members of the 
county committee. He read a tel- 
egram from County Chairman F. 
H. Harvey, Jr., who was unable 
to attend, and 
then 
presented 


briefly tho formation of the local 
organization and tho recent visit 
to Austin at which Corsicana was 
represented by the entire mem- 
bership of its committee. 
Discussing somo of the factors 


behind tho drive on the salt- of 
Defense Stamps and Bonds, Pierce 
pointed out over five million per- 
sons wero engaged in national de- 
fenao work in January and the 
number would eventually bo treb- 
led, and would also result In a re- 
distribution of payrolls and /popu- 
lation because of thfi disjointing of 
normal 
industrial life. 
He also 


pointed out that higher salaries 
and scarcity of merchandise would 
result in an accumulation of mon- 
ey and danger of inflation, 


The speaker said ho did not be- 


lieve anyone wanted inflation nor 
did anyone de-s're direct payroll 
deductions that would not be an 
investment for the future. Trac- 
ing the history of the calls of thti 
last war which began- with three 
billions and reached eleven billions 
finally, Pierce pointed out the first 
call this year was for 66 billion 
dollars- 
He asserted that If the war was 


prolonged, 
and most people be- 


lieved H would be there would not 
be much left of tho American way 
of life unless as much as possible 
of the war costa was paid as the 
struggle progressed. 
Systematic Investment. 


Pierco told the audience that 
Treasury Department officials had 
reported that Americans would fi' 
nance a large portion of the cos*. 
by tho regular, systematic invest- 
ment of at least five per cent of 
their income in stamps and bonds, 
but that the response must be Im- 
mediate or salary deduction laws 
would be forthcoming nnd the low- 
est figure along this lino had been 
ten per cent. 
He said the retail 
etrocs of tho entire nation had been 
pledged to and wero working now 
on the voluntary plan of action- 


Chairman Miles 
reported 
tho 
manager of one industrial plant

District Judge Wayne R. Howell 


was Introduced and recalled the 
statement of 
Attorney

cana Junior Chamber of Commerce 
that "Americans are not a race 
but a people," and pointed further 
that the nation is made up of peo- 
ples of all races with like Ideals 
which In its brief history as a na- 
tion had so animated tho world 
that millions on other continents 
in alavery today were looking to 
the United Statcc and Us symbol, 
the Statue of Liberty, for deliv- 
erance. 


JudgQ Howell said tho liberties, 
blessings and 
privileges 
enjoyed 


today -had come so cheaply that U 
required a terrific jolt to made 
most people appreciate them, but 
added he believed many had paid 
a heavy price for freedom and all 
were willing to pay any price 
necessary to retain their democrat- 
ic form of living. 
, 


Continuing, tho judge said the 
time had come for most pooplu to 
make sacrifices and suffer and tho 
five per cent Investment for moat 
would not bo sufficient and that 
each Individual must help to the

He said he

He then presented Mr. Tyson as 
a young man who appreciated the 
privileges which he enjoyed. 
In 
his introduction, 
the 
keynote 


speaker said that although few 
seemed to realize the fact 
and 


many wished it was not so, the na- 
tion was, Engaged in a total war 
which meant that every citizen was 
affected by it and engaged in it, 
and the only goal was a total and 
complete victory. He said the en- 
trance of the United States had 
been inevitable and could be fore- 
seen as early as 1935 when Italy 
invaded Ethiopia despite the short- 
sightedness of some people in high 
places. 


He insisted there was not room 


enough in tho world for two sys- 
tems so diametrically opposed as 
democracy and dictatorships, and 
traced the 
growing 
menace to 


American ideals and ways of life 
from 1935 to the entrance of the 
United States into the conflict, but 
insisted the combination of the 26 
United Nations would carry on to 
victory tho fight for independence 
and security. 


Tho speaker declared that what- 


ever the costs of tho war 
they 
must be paid and brought cheers 
from the audience when he doclar- 
ed the independence of the Fili- 
pinos would be restored at 
some 


unknown time and the American 
flag would again be raised over 
Wake, Guam and Midway, and the 
sons of the Japanese war 
lorda 


would rue the day they attacked 
Pearl Harbor. 
Unity of Opinion. 


Looking to the future, Mr. Ty- 


son said some readjustments were 
pecessary and had already hit the 
sensitive American spot the poc- 
Hetbook, but predicted that taxes 
levied so far were only a semblance 
of the calls nnd demands that 
would bo made before the end of 
the struggle. Ho added that while 
there had been differences of opin- 
ion on policies and uses of money 
in the past, there was a unity ot 
opinion on the matter at present, 
and January 11M2 found a nation 
of perfect unity engaged In a total 
war, ready, willing and able to fi- 
nance the 
struggle to 
preserve 


freedom. 
He recalled the 
statement 
of 


early American pioneers to whom 
freedom was still an aspiration "to 
this end we pledge our lives, our 
fortunes, and our sacred honor." 
He asserted tho voluntary plan had 
many things to commend it and 
urged that even the smallest chil- 
dren be taught to save 
regularly 


and invest In their own and the 
nation's security. He also pointed 
out that in other nations there 
were no loans but demands — even 
to the clothing off the bodies of 
some citizenry. 


Tyson also pointed out the In- 


vestment was good economically 
and said the stamps and 
bond3 


would serve as a cushion 
later 


when the rebuilding of the earth 
was started and after a short post- 
war boom an economic dislocation 
would ensue that would cause as 
great suffering ns the war. Ho 
insisted the regular 
investments 


would be especially helpful to those 
with average or sub-average In- 
comes. 
Continuing lie said Idle 
men and 
idlo money were the 


greatest menaces to th« American 
way of. life but indicated In a short 
time there would be no idle men 
because of tha demands of tho 
war program and idle 
money 


should not be allowed to exist. 


At the conduction of the address 


Mr. Pierce thanked those who co- 
operated in the staging of the i^il- 
ly and urged overyonp present to 
aid in spreading the program.

ing, but the British and American 
governments

decided that 


the only sure road to victory is, 
to smaeh the mansprlng of Ihoj 
World War first—and that's Hit-1 
ler. 
That doesn't mean reinforce- 


ments can't be sent to the Far 
East, but It may mean that not 
enough can be spared from Eu- 
rope to prevent the Japs fiom 
overrunning a lot more terric--ry 
before Germany Is beaten and we 
can take care of Nippon. 


Britain's greatest weakness at 
Singapore is 
warplanes. 
Those 
great soldiers, the Australians, are 
being asked to fight again with- 
out proper 
air 
protection. Just 


as they did In Greece and In tiie 
hell at Crete. 


AVID Add Fuel 
That naturally will add fuel to 
the fire of criticism, and raises 
another Issue. It recalls the blunt 
reproof 
by J. A. Beasley, labor 


party member of- Australia's ad- 
visory war cabinet at the time 
of the battles of Greece and Crete. 
He demanded that 
the 
Aussles 


shouldn't be used again without 
adequate air support, and charged 
that "there is no fighting spirit 
In Great Britain." I am reminded, 


too, that I have a letter from 
Texas asking if thero is any truth 
in the allegation "that the Eng- 
lish always want someone to do 
their fighting." 


Ordinarily I don't see much 
profit in discussing such contro- 
versial topics, but this is one of 
the times when we might speak 
up if wo have anything to say 
for our ally. Of course, the an- 
swer must be a matter of person- 
al opinion and I can only report 
observations made during a score 
of years that I associated wltn 
the British in many parts of lao 
world, In peace and in war, at 
work and at play. 


If I am sure of anything It Is 
that Dominion troops aren't sent 
Into action merely because the 
English don't want to fight.
